REPORT OF BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


Our Town is slowly but surely emerging from these depressing 
and unusual times. When it is considered that general business is 
practically at a standstill in our Town, and that the majority of our 
residents and citizens work in Boston and adjacent communities, 
even with these unusual conditions, our Town has been able to pay 
its officers and employees, and with very small curtailment in the 
various departments of the Town. 


Our Board of Selectmen again takes occasion to thank the em- 
ployees and officers of our Town for the generous manner in which 
each of them responded to the appeals made in behalf of other citi- 
zens and workmen less fortunate. The gift of ten per cent. of sal- 
aries and wages on the part of Natick employees was not only spon- 
taneous, but given with the idea of assisting citizens who were desir- 
ous of working and making every effort to obtain employment. 


Our Board is not unmindful of the excellent work performed by 
the Women’s Clubs, and organizations of our Town, as well as the 
fraternal organizations. “A helping hand,” the object of fraternal 
associations has been demonstrated one hundred per cent. by fra- 
ternal brothers of our organizations in the Town of Natick. We 
must especially single out for honorable mention the work of Dr. 
Thomas A. Doyle, and his associates comprising Natick Unemploy- 
ment Committee. Their work has been highly constructive and up- 
lifting. They have given generously of their time and services, pro- 
viding food, clothing, and employment, and the opportunity to many 
citizens to lessen their tax obligations to the Town. 


We urge upon all citizens at this time the duty of paying Real 
Estate and Personal Property Taxes if possible. The financial record 
of the Town of Natick is governed in no small way by the collection 
of its taxes. Our ability to borrow money is today made contingent 
on our success in collecting our taxes. We urge upon every citizen 
his duty in this connection. 


The Board of Selectmen has done everything possible to practice 
as well as urge strict economy in Natick business affairs. The 
Selectmen’s appropriation annually made to cover all miscellaneous 
expenses, has been kept well within bounds irrespective of the many 
demands made upon it, and this year a substantial balance is being 
refunded to the Town Treasury. 


We take considerable pleasure at this time in reporting con- 
structive changes in the Bus Service in Natick, and especially be- 
“tween Cochituate and South Natick. Through co-operation of the 
North Natick Improvement Association, South Natick Improvement 
Association, and the Middlesex and Boston Street Railway Co., our 


ra 


Board was able to impress on the attention of the carrier the import- 
ance of taking passengers travelling from South Natick to Cochitu- 
ate, over East Central and Main Streets. We found that this re- 
sulted in better connections being made by the citizens of North 
Natick and South Natick, and with bus stops in the church area, 
theatre, business and school districts, it provided for these pas- 
sengers better service and accommodations. 


It has appeared to our Board that every Department of our Town 
Government has functioned during the year 1932-1933, with the idea 
of saving every dollar of unwarranted Town expense, and thereby 
reducing our Tax Rate. 


From the many hearings that we have held during the year con- 
cerning almost every section of the Town, it is manifest that our 
citizens will not buy or build homes unless there is a prompt reduc- 
tion in the Tax Rate. We believe that there should be a substantial 
reduction granted to our citizens at once, and that the high values 
that now appertain to real estate in Natick should be lowered and be 
commensurate with the honest and sound values of respective pro- 
perties. 


We wish to thank all the Officers of the Town of Natick, and 
their Associates, for the courtesies and co-operation extended to our 
Board of Selectmen during the current year.

Article 32. To see if the Town will vote to accept gift of 
Isabella P. Shaw, of a parcel of land situated on the westerly side 
of Eliot Street, in that part of Natick known as South Natick, and 
bounded as follows: 


Beginning at a stone bound at land now or formerly of 
Fred G. Bailey; thence running South 77° 59’ Kast two hun- 
dred fifty-eight and 36/100 (258.36) feet to a stone bound 
at Eliot Street; thence South 23° 29’ West one hundred fifty- 
nine and 74/100 (159.74) feet to a stone bound at other land 
of Isabella P. Shaw; thence turning and running North 68° 
17’ West one hundred sixty-eight and 36/100 (168.36) feet 
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to a cement bound at land now or late of Estate of Goin 
Bailey; thence North 5° 19’ 30” East twenty-one and 08/100 
(21.08) feet; thence North 72° 44’ 30” West twenty-one and

George Lynch, easterly by Third Street, southerly by land now or 
late of Hall, westerly by land now or late of Town of Natick, or 
otherwise act thereon. 
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Article 38. To see if the Town will vote to purchase and plant 
shade trees in the Town of Natick, said work to be done under the 
supervision of the Tree Warden, appropriate money to pay for the 
same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 39. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate the sum 
of $150 for the planting of trees and maintenance of Town Forest, 
or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 40. To see if the Town will vote to provide suitable 
headquarters for the Veterans of Foreign Wars; under the pro- 
visions of General Laws, Chapter 40, Section 9, as amended, appro- 
priate the sum of $1,000 for the same, or otherwise act thereon. 


Article 41. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum sufficient 
to pay the County of Middlesex as required by law on account of 
assessments levied on the Town for its share of the principal of the 
Middlesex County Tuberculosis Hospital Funding Loan, Act of 
1932 bonds maturing in 1933 issued in compliance with Chapter 10, 
Acts of 1932; also for any other indebtedness incurred and outstand- 
ing under said Chapter 10, also for the Town’s share of interest on 
said bonds due in 1933; also for the care and treatment of tubercular 
patients under Acts of 1928, Chapter 385, as amended by Acts of 
1931, Chapter 60; also for care, maintenance, and repair of said 
Hospital for 1932 including interest on temporary notes issued there- 
for in accordance with General Laws, Chapter 111, Sections 85 and 
85-A, and for all other expenses in connection therewith, determine 
how the money shall be raised, or in any way act thereon.

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ceed to lay out said street from Worcester Street, straightened and 
extended to Marion Street near the railroad bridge, substantially on 
the lines shown on the Building District Map of Natick, for accept- 
ance by the Town at any subsequent Town Meeting, or otherwise 
act thereon. 


Article 46. To see what sum of money, if any, the Town will 
appropriate to pay unpaid bills of the various departments, or other- 
wise act thereon. 


And you are hereby directed to serve this Warrant by posting 
attested copies thereof in each of the post offices in said Natick and 
at the following public places in said Town, to wit: Entrance to 
Selectmen’s room and Street Entrance to Concert Hall in Natick;

Only one fatal motor vehicle accident occurred in Natick during 
the past year, the smallest number since 1928, this one fatality having 
been caused by the skidding of an automobile on a wet road, to wit 
Union Street. 


The number of automobile accidents to school children has been 
considerably decreased through the assignment of an officer near 
each school during the periods of passing to and from the school 
grounds. At present there may be some persons who, for the sake 
of economy, might suggest a reduction in the number of officers so 
assigned, but, in my opinion, the few thousand dollars paid each 
year in salaries to these officers for the safety of our children is a 
wise investment. 


Upon the completion of the new Boston to Worcester State 
Turnpike, additional vigilance will be required of the police depart- 
ment to prevent serious accidents which are almost certain to occur 
as a result of the high rate of speed to be attained on this speedway. 
I believe that the State authorities intend to install traffic signals at 
cross roads at some future date but until that time the local police 
will be called to protect the safety of the public along this highway.

REMARKS 


Our fire loss for the past year is comparatively small, taking into 
consideration the amount of property envolved by fire in buildings 
and contents. 


The last horse connected with the Fire Department has been re- 
moved and the old horse-drawn hose wagon stationed at Felchville 
replaced with the forest fire truck at the Central Station which was 
converted into a hose truck, all the labor being completed by the 
permanent men at the Central Station without any additional ex- 
pense to the Town. This last act completely motorizes the depart- 
ment and all additional apparatus is in good condition. 


Through the generosity of the Trustees of the Leonard Morse 
Hospital who donated the chassis of the old ambulance which was 
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destroyed by fire several weeks ago we were able to procure a first- 
class forest fire truck at a cost of seven hundred fifty dollars. This 
truck is available during the winter months as a combination hose 
truck and will relieve us of sending two pumps to the outskirts of 
the Town in severe weather. 


No hose has been purchased for the past four years, we have on 
hand at this time approximately 6,500 feet, and as it is our ambition 
to keep the budget at the lowest possible figure at this particular 
time I feel that possibly we might be enabled to postpone any pur- 
chase until another year. 


The Department is equipped with the latest type of smoke and 
gas mask, together with an inhalator and other appliances for any 
kind of emergency rescue work. 


In conclusion I wish to thank the Honorable Board of Selectmen 
and the citizens of the town for the hearty co-operation received 
during the past year.

Dairies supplying milk and cream to Natick are located in Natick, 
Dover, Sherborn, Charles River, Framingham, Wayland, Holliston, 
Metcalf, Braggville, Medway, Millis, Hopkinton, Ashland, Fayville, 
Northboro, Southboro, Westboro, Upton, Marlboro, Hudson and 
South Sudbury. Market milk and cream is received from Western 
Massachusetts, Maine, New Hampshire, and Vermont. Owing to the 
decrease of cattle in Natick and vicinity, our supply of milk and 
cream from outside the State is increasing every year. 


Inspections were made of all local dairies several times during 
the year. Samples of milk*and cream were taken every month from 
the dealers for Laboratory examination. Where the report from the 
Laboratory showed that the samples were not up to standard, an 
investigation was made and suggestions given to the dealers for 
overcoming the trouble, after which samples were again taken and 
submitted to the Laboratory for examination. These Laboratory 
examinations of samples of milk and cream each month have im- 
proved the milk and cream supply of the Town. 


Natick is now under quarantine against all cattle being shipped 
in from outside places, unless they are accompanied by a permit 
issued by the Division of Animal Industry.

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Report of Public Health Nurse 


January 15, 1933.

Gentlemen: 


The following report summarizes my work as Public Health 
Nurse for the year 1932. 


Contagious Disease : 


800 quarantine, release and other follow-up calls were made on 
reported cases of scarlet fever, measles, mumps, chicken pox and 
whooping cough. 


Contagious disease reporting and checking were carried on with 
our Public, and Parochial schools. Physical examinations were 
attended with the Parochial school physician, and contagious and 
other follow-up work for this school was taken care of by me. 

We had no diphtheria cases in the town this year. Our immuniz- 
ing clinics were largely patronized this year, and many children have 
been immunized by their own physicians. 


Typhoid Fever: 


Special reports were obtained on the four reported cases of 
typhoid fever, and follow-up calls were made twice on each case with 
the State Health Officer. Cultures were obtained from seven con- 
tacts, and assistance in the administering of preventative treatments 
was given. 


One typhoid fever carrier was granted release by the State 
Department of Health this year. Special cultures were obtained and 
follow-up work on this case necessitated ten calls. Four calls were 
made with the State physicians in the final release test. 


Tuberculosis : 


Twenty new cases of tuberculosis were reported to our Depart- 
ment this year. This large number of new cases has increased the 
examination and contact follow-up work a great deal this year. 


Reported deaths of Natick cases this year has been three adults. 
One child died of tuberculous meningitis at the North Reading State 
Sanatorium. 


Eleven cases are receiving treatment at the Middlesex County 
and Rutland State Sanatoriums. Eighteen contacts and suspects 
received X-ray and physical examinations at the Middlesex County 
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Sanatorium this year. Forty-six visits were made by me with 
patients for these examinations. 


Three children were diagnosed as hilum tuberculosis and sent to 
Westfield and North Reading State Preventoriums for special care. 
Two were recommended for Summer Camp, and one child was given 
surgical care at our local hospital. 


Three suspect cases were also examined at the Framingham 
Diagnostic Clinic. One boy was diagnosed as a case of hilum tuber- 
culosis and received treatment at the Westfield State Sanatorium. 


State Ten Year Program: 


The re-examination Clinic was held during November this year 
and 65 examinations and x-rays were given. Summer camp and 
special follow-up and nutritional work was recommended by the 
physicians in charge of the clinic. These recommendations have 
been carried out in our schools and by this Department, home follow- 
up work being done by Miss Fitzpatrick and me. 


Four Natick children received the benefits of the outdoor life at 
Camp Virginia this year. Mrs. Clarence Howe, Director of the 
Natick Seal Fund, sent three of the recommended children to Camp 
with the Seal Fund money reserved for this purpose. Our Board 
paid the expense of one malnourished pre-tuberculosis child at 
Camp Virginia, and also sent one child to the Wilbur Health Home 
for special care and supervision. 


Many tuberculosis cases and contacts have been given medical 
supplies, extra milk and eggs during the year. In this way, in spite 
of the generally prevalent bad times, the hardships of these cases 
under our supervision has been greatly alleviated. 


Child Hygiene: 


Visits to our weekly clinics during the year, 1840 
Special appointments, 84 
New cases registered, 384 


Local physicians have served us, as in previous years, in the 
examinations and detection of remediable defects and the various 
nutritional disturbances. 


We have also continued to have the assistance of a student 
nurse from the Leonard Morse Hospital, who helps in the weighing, 
measuring and general supervision of the mothers and babies. 


During the past year we have received many calls for assistance 
of all kinds and for our small children especially through our clinic. 
Many layettes were made and given out through the clinic and by 
our Local Clubs personally. Red Cross materials were made up into 
small garments and distributed. Many cases of Malnutrition were 
found and the Milk Fund which has been handled through the Unem- 
ployment Relief Committee has supplied much milk to needy children. 
During the past year five gallons of Cod liver oil was distributed by 
the Unemployment Relief Committee to small children and babies. 
In this way we have greatly improved the general condition of 
children needing special attention, and we feel our extra help has 
been greatly appreciated by the parents.

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REPORT OF INSPECTOR OF ANIMALS 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Natick, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit my report as Inspector of Animals for the 
year 1932. 


The inspection of all neat cattle, sheep, swine and goats, as 
ordered by the Department of Conservation, Division of Animal 
Industry, was made during the months of November and December. 
A certificate of health, as provided, was given to the owner or 
persons in charge, when animals were found healthy. Animals show- 
ing symptoms of a contagious disease were quarantined and reported 
to the Division of Animal Industry. 


Sixty-eight premises were visited. 1199 animals were examined, 
381 cows, 50 heifers, 15 bulls, 750 swine and 3 goats. With few 
exceptions the animals were in good condition and stables were clean. 
During the year a number of horses and cows were shipped in from 
out of State, which were examined and released from quarantine. 
Additional inspections were made by me on stables where cattle are 
under State and Federal Supervision for the eradication of Tuber- 
culosis on order of the Bureau of Animal Industry. 


During the year 98 dogs were examined on complaints, 79 having 
bitten one or more persons, or had been in contact with a rabie dog. 
They were placed under quarantine for the regulation period, were 
then reexamined and released from quarantine on orders of the 
Division of Animal Industry. There have been four cases of Rabies 
in Natick during 1932, none of these dogs had been inoculated against 
Rabies. It is my opinion that the free inoculation clinics against 
Rabies, which have been conducted by the Department of Health, 
have reduced the number of cases of Rabies.

We lost twenty trees the past year, ten of which were killed 
by Gas leaks. After a good many conferences with the Gas Company 
they finally agreed to pay for the removal of the dead trees and 
replanting. ’ 

From a few trees left over from the year before and some 
replacements given us from rejected trees we were able to plant 26 
trees the past year. If some provision is not made for the purchase 
of trees in 1933 this operation will of a necessity be dispensed with. 
The Elm Leaf Beetle was very bad the past year. Many of the trees 
in South Natick had to be sprayed a second time. A vast amount 
of dead wood was prevalent which retarded much of the other trim- 
ming of low limbs and around electric lights.

The situation in regard to the Gypsy Moth is about the same as 
last year. The centre of the Town is pretty clean. Occasionally 
we find quite a number of egg clusters in individual yards. On the 
outskirts there are quite a number more. On the street trees we 
find the most on the main thoroughfares which indicates they are 
brought in on autos from sections where they are much worse. The 
Cape Cod section of the State was in a deplorable condition the past 
year on account of lack of funds to combat the insect; many trees 
being defoliated in the very centre of the towns which proves con- 
stant care is necessary. Defoliation was noted within nine miles of 
Natick but we had none here. The Brown Tail Moth seems to be 
extinct as far as Natick is concerned.

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REPORT OF TOWN COUNSEL 


I beg to herewith enclose my report to be filed with others of the 
Town Officers, for the year 1932-1933. 


There is but one legal suit pending against the Inhabitants of 
the Town of Natick, and that is a Petition by a non-resident citizen 
to abate a betterment tax due to the Town. This petition, however, 
will probably be settled with out a Court hearing. 


The Town of Natick has been fortunate this year in the matter 
of claims. We have paid but two claims originating during the 
current year, one in the sum of Six Dollars and twenty-five cents 
($6.25), and the other Ten Dollars ($10.00). The former claim was 
for damages sustained by the unsafe condition of North Main Street, 
near Worcester Street; and the latter claim was for damages sus- 
tained when a resident fell on an unsafe portion of the sidewalk on 
North Main Street. 


The number of claims and the amount of settlements are 
extremely few in number and small in amount when compared 
with the number of our population, and the number of miles of 
sidewalks and highways. It certainly shows a desire on the part of 
all Departments to co-ordinate their efforts in relieving the Town 
of damages claims. 


I have furnished during the year, and at the request of the 
several Departments of the Town, written opinions to the number 
of about three hundred, and I find in all Departments of the Town 
a desire on the part of its Officers to give the Inhabitants an 
economical, efficient, and honest administration.

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REPORT OF THE TOWN PLANNING BOARD 
FOR THE YEAR 1932 


To the Annual Town Meeting, Natick, Mass., March, 1933: 


Your Planning Board has used this past year to make an 
appraisal of some of the recent changes in physical and govern- 
mental growth through which the Town has been passing. A similar 
unsought opportunity to reflect has been the portion of many busi- 
nesses. It is sincerely hoped that Planning Board work in the future 
may be guided to better solutions as a result of studies made during 
this period when projects are being postponed. In our brief glance 
backward we see many progressive steps taken which should be a 
matter of gratification to those who have participated and a cause 
for congratulation to the Town. 

We particularly want to set forth the excellent work done on 
the Board for the last sixteen years by Mr. Horace B. Gale, who 
retired in March, 1932. His fitness for the work, his untiring zeal and 
skill in many technical subjects have given the Town much in looking 
toward a better planned growth to come. To Mr. Gale and those. 
who have worked with him is due the credit for our present Zoning 
Laws and Building Regulations which are considered model for a 
town of this size. 


APPEARANCES DO; COUNT 


“A community is made in the image of the people who live in it.” 
This phrase from a recent book reminds us that we are about to be 
judged by the occupants of 45,000 automobiles which, it is estimated, 
will daily pass through the completed Boston-Worcester Road. 
Natick can not afford to lose any opportunity to see to it that her 
true best face is presented for this examination. 


DEVELOPMENT ALONG THE WORCESTER ROAD 


The building of this new super-highway through the north side 
of the Town has opened up a section to a growth that we can 
conjure at only. Years ago a similar construction project put the 
railroad in its present location and changed the course of growth 
of the Town for fifty years. There is certain to be a rapid increase 
in building along the road and in areas adjacent to it under condi- 
tions approaching normal. This will bring a welcome addition to 
taxable property but with this an increase in population and a 
demand for improvements, schools, etc., that will call for public 
expenditures. Here we must rely on Zoning and the Building Regu- 
lations to insure a character of construction that will at least offset 
with taxable income the expenses which accompany it. 


A ROAD TO EAST NATICK 


One of the foremost problems presented by the new highway 
is that it becomes an attractive route to other shopping centers. 
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Unless an ample road direct and safe is provided to link the East 
Natick section with the Town, our merchants will soon realize their 
loss of trade. The construction of such a road would be a step 
towards a continuance of mutual sympathy and Town unity. The 
building of such a road should be undertaken at once for this is one 
of the few outstanding needs for expenditure in a time of economy. 


CHANGES AT THE SEWER BEDS 


The elimination of certain features at the Sewer Beds has been 
taken up by the State Department of Health in consultation with 
the Board of Selectmen and the Board of Public Works. This can- 
not become an accomplished fact until considerable time has been 
spent in actual construction after the method is decided upon, The 
Planning Board is in favor of any preliminary work which may be 


done this year. 
SOMETHING IN RETURN 


Many cities and towns are securing lasting improvements by 
labor expended in return for Welfare and Unemployment Funds. 
Notably Springfield and Peabody in this state are transforming land 
generously deeded by gift to the town into parks and playgrounds 
through such labor and by contribution of equipment from town 
departments. Natick has all the elements and the problem is only 
one of cooperation. These projects do not compete with private 
work and would not be made available otherwise. It is hoped that 
such opportunities may be taken advantage of in 1933. 


ASPRICELESS OPPORTUNITY 

The outstanding example which cannot fail in its appeal is the 
“Town Forest” property on Barker’s Ridge offered by Mrs. Hunne- 
well. The acceptance of this gift by the Town Meeting will give to 
Natick a beautiful park laid out on a steep hill most adapted by 
nature for this purpose and adding value to surrounding property 
over the years. No other town has had an opportunity equal to 
this. The present undeveloped fields and woods will not always be 
offered to us for parks and town forests when the congestion of the 
cities moves outward. 

CHARTING ECONOMY 

The Planning Board has spent considerable time in the prepara- 
tion of figures and charts on past Town expenditures and it is 
their hope that these may be of assistance as a guide to proper 
economies in the Town government. One of the main functions of 
a Planning Board is to so plan that the necessary improvements may 
be spread out over the years of growth and to avoid some of the 
tendency to pyramid expenditures in times of prosperity to be paid 
for in leaner years. 

It is the wish of the Bisanine Board to be of service to the 
other departments and individuals of the Town in any way possible. 
It invites your suggestions as a guide to its work for the best future 
for the Town.

REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT 


To the Board of Selectmen and Citizens: 

We present herewith the twelfth annual report of the Board of 
Public Works. 
Highway Division: 

The streets are in a very satisfactory condition considering the 
greatly reduced appropriations. 


The reconstruction work on South Main Street, in conjunction 
with the State and County, has been further extended from Rock- 
land Street, North, to Walcott Street including the necessary drain- 
age. 


The reconstruction work on Walnut Street has been further 
extended from Shattuck Street, North, to Belvidere Road. 
Drains and Catch Basins 


Drains have been built and catch basins constructed wherever 
it was thought necessary. 


Street Oiling 


The streets bearing the most traffic have been thoroughly treated 
with tar or oil. 


Water Division: 


The water system, including the Pumping Station, Main Pipes 
and Services, is in a very satisfactory condition. 
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The six inch main pipe in South Main and Walnut Streets have 
been replaced with twelve inch cast iron pipe where these streets 
have been reconstructed. 


The six inch main pipe in the north side of Worcester Turnpike 
has been replaced with new six inch cast iron pipe and new eight 
inch cast iron pipe has been laid in the south side from North Main 
Street to Lupine Street. 


The State paid the cost of this work in all cases wherever it was 
necessary to relocate the water pipe owing to the change of grade 
in the reconstruction work. 


Debt and Interest 


In previous years notes of the Water Division were paid from 
taxes but this year all debt and interest due was paid from revenue 
of this Division. 


We feel that this Division will be able to take care of all debt 
and interest as it falls due in the future. 


Sewer Division: 


The sewer system, including the Pumping Station and main 
pipes, is in a very satisfactory condition with the exception that 
money should be appropriated in order that this Department may 
carry on an investigation relative to the matter of sewerage and 
sewage disposal within the limits of Natick. 


Debt and Interest 


In previous years notes of the Sewer Division were paid from 
taxes but this year all debt and interest due was paid from the 
revenue of this Division. 


We feel that this Division will be able to take care of all debt 
and interest as it falls due in the future. 


In General: 
Equipment 
The equipment of this Department is in very poor condition. 


The average age of the trucks is over ten years. As five years 
is considered to be a fair average age for trucks, it would be advis- 
able for the Town to purchase a new truck or other piece of heavy 
equipment each year and thus avoid the possibility of having to pur- 
chase several pieces of equipment in any one year. 


Unemployment Labor 


While this labor has been fairly satisfactory, and will continue 
to be used in all cases where it is practical still in taking the place 
of the semi-permanent and permanent men it is very unsatisfactory 
and impractical as the latter are experienced and a loss of their ser- 
vices would be unprofitable to the Department. The Unemployment 
labor have only several days’ work at a time and this would require 
that the men would have to be changed on'the job every few days 
and this greatly retards the progress of the work of the Department. 
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Several disturbing rumors have been circulated regarding the 
excessive number of men and the excessive cost of cleaning the 
streets and raking leaves but it was found that most of this work 
was done by labor supplied by the Board of Public Welfare with no 
cost to this Department. 


Every possible means has been used to reduce expense in order 
to avoid a cut in labor. 


For further details we refer you to the report of the Superin- 
tendent which has been incorporated as part of our report.

General 


A mechanical distributer for spreading sand was purchased last 
spring at a low initial cost and in maintenance work it has been very 
efficient in spreading original covering on tar and oils. Additional 
streets were treated in 1932 with a reduced appropriation of $2,000.00 
and the spreader may be used for covering slippery roads during the 
winter months. 


The total area of macadam constructed during the year was 
14,100 square yards, and about 13,735 linear feet of old gravel roads 
received their first treatment of tar or oil. 


Under the stress of the prevailing emergency some of the advo- 
cates of economy have been looking towards the Highway Division 
as a possible source of savings; but before they jump to any hasty 
conclusions as to how much actual savings may be effected by so 
drastic a move, it may be well for them to size up just what amount 
the Town receives from the motorist. It is estimated that the Town 
last year received the sum of about $44,500 from the Gasoline Tax 
and the Motor Vehicle Excise Tax. This amount is paid by the 
motorist, in turn relieving the burden on real estate. All this of 
course would be in addition to the savings to motorists, in the 
lowered vehicle operation cost, that are realized from the use of 
improved roads.

CONSTRUCTION 


South Main Street has been constructed of broken stone spread 
to a depth of six inches and penetrated with asphalt and gravel 
foundation twelve inches in depth. This work was done under con- 
tract based on unit contract prices. When this work was completed, 
the Department had a balance of about $700.00 which was used to 
build sidewalks surfaced with Macasphalt. 


Walnut Street from Shattuck Street to Belvidere Road was laid 
in two courses, the lower, of broken stone penetrated with asphalt 
and the upper course constructed of an asphalt hot mixture, the 
combined depths of the two courses about six inches. The sidewalk 
regulation, etc., necessitated by changes in grade added considerable 
to the cost per square yard.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


To the Citizens of Natick: 


Your trustees are pleased to report that the Morse Institute 
Library last year continued to give increasing service to the people 
of Natick and at a diminshed cost to the Town. During the past 
three years, the average number of books handled daily, out and in, 
has increased 33 per cent., and there has been a correspondingly 
greater demand on the time of the attendants also for aid to students 
and others using the reference books. It is an indication of the will- 
ing spirit and improved efficiency of the library staff that this large 
increase in work has been done wthout any addton to the working 
force. 


The necessity of relieving the burden on the taxpayers in these 
difficult times now calls for a further reduction, if possible, in the 
cost of the library service, as in all other town expenses. This de- 
mand your trustees have met by recommending a cut in salaries and 
a reduction of other maintenance costs by closing the library oa 
four days of the week at six o’clock, keeping it open as formerly on 
Wednesday and Saturday evenings. We believe that in these ways 
a saving can be made with the least inconvenience to the majority 
of the patrons of the library. 


The trustees again thank the Walnut Hill School for a gift of 
$1,000 to the Improvement Fund, which has made possible several 
improvements in the building and grounds. We wish also to ac- 
knowledge two generous bequests which are to come to the Insti- 
tute— one of $20,000 by the will of Miss Blanche G. Harwood and 
one of $10,000 by the will of Mrs. John B. Leamy. These being given 
to the Corporation of the Morse Institute and not to the Town, 
cannot be used to defray the running expenses, which the Town con- 
tracted to pay in consideration of the original gift of the library for 
the free use and benefit of its inhabitants; but the income of these 
funds, when received, will apply to the betterment of the library and 
thus to the benefit of the Town. 


The Library has become a most important branch of the Town’s 
educational system, serving both the adults and, in co-operation 
with the schools, the youthful population. Read the interesting story 
of its many-sided usefulness, told in the reports of the Librarian and 
Treasurer, which follow and form part of our report.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Morse Institute: 


The work for the year 1932 has been strenuous as usual, and 
while there has been no spectacular increase in circulation there has 
been a steady trend upward, which, considering the size of the Town 
and the fact that we have no branches or deposit stations, indicates 
that we are not losing ground, The number of books given out is 
approximately 9 per capita. 


It is interesting to note the difference between the circulation 
of 1916 and 1932, which gives some idea of the progression in that, 
as well as in the expense, and work of handling the books.

The President of the Massachusetts Library Club, Mr. Clarence 
E. Sherman, also Librarian of the Providence Public Library, calls 
the library at the present time the Depression College, and it certain- 
ly is serving the purposes of study and recreation as never before. 


Mr. Sherman quotes from some writings of Newton D. Baker as 
follows: “After studying our social and economic problems for many 
years, I have come to the conclusion that the only solution for most 
of them lies in education—the kind that promotes disinterested think- 
ing and suspended judgments. Any community which maintains a 
well-administered, adequately supported public library, provides one 
of the best means for acquiring such an education.” 


Like all libraries we have had many calls for assistance in 
different lines of study, and when the Department of Education sent 
out their circulars concerning their courses in the Division of Uni- 
versity Extension, if all those who made application for further 
information followed it up, they must have had to maintain much 
larger classes. 


A large percentage of fiction has been given out, but many, both 
men and women, have stated that they had to have something to 
take their mind off of present day conditions. 


Books have been sent throughout the year to the nurses of the 
Leonard Morse Hospital, and we are indebted to Mr. Frank O. 
Brown for transportation of the same. 


During the summer all books on the first floor, including the 
bound periodicals and reference books, were checked, and the cata- 
logue cards verified, with satisfactory results. Also it was possible 
to complete the examination of the books in the basement, begun in 
the summer of 1931. All that remains to be done there now is to 
look over the pamphlets and weed out those of no value. 
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The reference work is always heavy, and of course the past year 
has been responsible for much more. With the schools, clubs, and 
additional students we have had a full quota.

Colonel Jeremiah J. Healy gave for the same purpose: 
General Court of Massachusetts, 1630-1930 
Massachusetts on the sea, 1630-1930. 


These gifts are much appreciated, for as this room is in active use 
all the time, it is necessary to have a good supply of practical and 
up-to-date material. 


Another gift of much value was a copy of “Progress and Achieve- 
ment”: a history of the Massachusetts State Federation of Women’s 
Clubs, 1893-1931. This was presented by the Natick Woman’s Club 
in honor of Mrs. Henry Coolidge Mulligan, past president of the 
Natick Woman’s Club, and the Massachusetts State Federation of 
Women’s Clubs from 1911 to 1913. A chapter with her picture, gives 
an account of the work accomplished during that period, and is of 
interest to all women, whether they are club members or not. 


We have had two collections of books in the Italian language, 
and through the courtesy of the President of the Italian-American 
citizens club, they were well advertised and used. 


In October 194 pupils of the Sophomore Class of the Senior High 
School were taught by the Librarian the divisions of the Dewey 
Decimal Classification, where the books could be found in the 
Annex, the use of the card catalogue, and were also given a brief 
outline of the most important reference books. 


This instruction gives them a practical working knowledge of 
their literary tools, they are better fitted to look up their reference 
material, here or elsewhere, themselves, and what was a task before 
now becomes a pleasure. 


The reading room never lacks patrons, and is well supplied with 
periodicals which are given, in addition to those for which the 
Library subscribes. 


With the two racks given by Miss Harwood, the order on the 
tables has been much better, for the many pamphlets and leaflets 
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have a place where they can be seen at a glance, and are not 
scattered all around. 


The Catholic Woman’s Club continues their subscription to 
“America”, and also to the “Messenger of the Sacred Heart”, and 
they, with the Natick Woman’s Club, are responsible for the pamph- 
lets and bulletins in favor of a higher standard of moving pictures. 


Mr. Horace B. Gale provides the “Technology Review”, and the 
“Algonquin Trail”, “Columbia”, “Elks”, “Middlesex County bulletin”, 
“National Grange monthly” and the “Rotarian” are given by these 
organizations. 


The “Congregationalist” and the “Missionary Herald” are given 
by the Christian Endeavor Society of the Congregational Church, 
and the “Spirit of Missions” is the gift of the Woman’s Auxiliary 
of St. Paul’s Episcopal Church. 


A miscellaneous collection of fiction and non-fiction, 100 volumes 
in all, was sent in to the American Merchant Marine, Mrs. George A. 
Bancroft, Miss Gertrude Bigelow and Mr. Louis J. McDonald con- 
tributing the larger number, and various single contributions com- 
pleting the 100. 


The Young People’s Library has been a very busy department 
all the year, and the story hours, held two afternoons a week through 
eight months with Miss Charlotte Pineo as story teller, have been 
very successful and largely attended. The first afternoon is for the 
first three grades and the second for the other three. 


Books are sent to nine schools, and to more than one room in a 
school frequently. 


During the summer, a space was set apart, near the charging 
desk, by a railing, so that with a table inside, deserving readers could 
use the more expensive books. Also a double-faced case was built 
and placed before the charging desk, and Miss Hill and Miss Ulrich 
have reserved shelves on which are placed books used by their pupils 
for book reports. Besides, there are books reserved here for the 
children who are reading for the State certificates. Eight children 
have received certificates for five books each, two for twenty-five 
books, and nineteen more are still forging ahead. 


During Book Week in November an informal exhibition of the 
new books was held here, and later they were taken over to a meet- 
ing of the Natick Woman’s Club at the Congregational Church for 
exhibition, where they were received with much favor. 


Also, during that week, desirous of reaching more children Miss 
Loomer obtained permission from Mr. Hill and Miss O’Connor, to 
visit with Miss Charlotte Pineo all the children of the different 
grades. Miss O’Connor made a schedule making it possible, by com- 
bining the grades in each school, to accomplish this work in that one 
week, and the following Tuesday and Wednesday St. Patrick’s 
School was visited 


The children were told by Miss Loomer what could be had in the 
Young People’s Library, illustrating by a few books she had with 
her, how to get a card, and Miss Pineo followed with a short story. 
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Results were such that for several weeks there was hardly standing 
room after school closed for the day. 


With the opportunity to have exhibitions in the railed-off space 
now one of dolls has been held to which Mrs. Neilson very kindly 
brought her daughter’s doll house, which attracted much attention, 
and, with the story of the “Lonesomest doll” told by Miss Pineo, it 
was a great success. 


_A decorated Christmas tree was a thing of beauty during the 
holidays, and other exhibitions, appealing more to the boys, will be 
held later. 


The latest edition of the “Book of Knowledge,” in twenty vol- 
umes, was given by Miss Blanche G. Harwood, and Webster’s New 
Standard American dictionary was a gift from the Herbert Billings 
Rose fund. 


Mrs. Frank F. Pulsifer, who was chairman of the Cook-Book 
fund of the Natick Woman’s Club, gave this department six dollars, 
which had come in unexpectedly from the sale of the cook-books, 
to be used for stereopticon holders, and it was most welcome, for the 
old ones were wrecks. 


Miss Amy Sylvester and Miss Jennie Green have given good 
service as substitutes here during the year; and Miss Green has also 
assisted in the main library when we could not have Miss Mary 


—pacot, 


The Natick Chapter of the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion presented to the Morse Institute the Roll of Natick Soldiers in 
the Revolutionary war, 1775-1783, with the request that it should be 
where the children could see it. Accordingly it was hung on the 
east wall of the exhibition room where the story hours are held, and 
where it is available for everyone. 


It was compiled by Mrs. Lyman A. Brown, Regent 1928-1931, 
and the frame is made from the Eliot oak, with a plate on the bottom 
of the frame giving source of picture and frame. 


Several meetings of the Charles River Library Club, and one of 
the Massachusetts Library Club, have been attended by the assist- 
ants, and these meetings are very helpful in bringing new ideas con- 
cerning library work to their attention. 


We have had many books from the Boston Public Library, 
through the Inter-Library-Loan, and they have been most helpful to 
those needing them in their studies. 


Also we have received the usual courtesies accorded us from 
Chief of Police Evans and his officers, and from the editors of the 
three focal papers. 


Miss Lucy Ellen Wight has again given us the Natick Bulletin, 
1932, for binding, for she always keeps in touch with anything per- 
taining to the library. 


We also have been indebted to Mr. Charles S. Emery, Mrs. 
Fannie C. Gray, Mrs. Nettie G. Hurd, Mrs. Mary Johnson, Mr. 
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Stephen R. Loker, Mrs. Arthur W. Robinson and various members 
of the staff, for very beautiful flowers for the desk. 


The Library has met with a heavy loss in the sudden death of 
Miss Blanche G. Harwood, for her interest in the welfare of the 
work was unusual. She was a frequent visitor, and always desirous 
of helping in any way she could, not only from the library side but 
also from the personal. Being herself a collector of the best in liter- 
ature, she was a very good judge of what was worth while. People 
of her insight and breadth of view are rare. 


It was with great regret that we had to accept the resignation of 
Miss Irene Doon, who was married in June, for after four years of 
her friendship and work with us, we were much attached to her. 


No regular assistant took her place until October, and then Miss 
Claire Himebaugh, who had been with us two years as substitute, 
was appointed, and she has carried on the work very successfully. 


Otherwise the personnel remains the same, and with the continued 
harmony existing between the trustees, staff and janitor, much has 
been accomplished.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE APPOINTED 
TO INVESTIGATE THE DEPARTMENT OF 
PUBLIC WELFARE 


To the Annual Town Meeting of Natick, Mass., 1933. 


_ Your committee, appointed at the last annual town meeting to 
investigate the Department of Public Welfare and to determine 
what changes are advisable, makes the following report: 


We have interested ourselves in all phases of the Welfare 
Department and after careful study, we believe that the practices 
and methods of distributing the funds of the Welfare Department 
are antiquated, uneconomic and open to abuses. 


Irrespective of reimbursements, general relief has increased 
from $22,200 in 1927, when sixty-seven families received aid, to 
$147,869 in 1932, when four hundred families were aided. The Welfare 
Department has had to carry this increase in aid, together with the 
work entailed from Old Age pensions. 


Slight changes have been made in the clerical work, but on the 
whole, the system remains the same as when there were fewer cases. 


After a person has applied for aid, an investigation is made. 
No further written report of follow-up work is kept to see if the 
cases continue to be worthy of aid. 


We had a special investigation made by an experienced paid 
investigator and this, as well as the police investigation, proved that 
not only is investigation of vital importance, but also the follow-up 
work is extremely important. It is most essential in all welfare work. 


We believe the best way to safeguard public funds is to have 
a proper check on welfare cases and therefore recommend a full time 
clerk and a full time investigator. 


_A visit was made to the town infirmary and the committee was 
favorably impressed with the existing conditions. Such an institution 
is always an expense to a town, but if this was not maintained, the 
persons there would have to be taken care of elsewhere, some in 
hospitals. 


The present system of distributing food orders is wasteful and 
we believe is much abused. Favoritism shown to certain storekeepers 
is very evident. 


Inspection of the returned grocery slips from some of the stores 
showed: 
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1. Many items not approved by the Welfare Board may be 
purchased. 


2. Great variation in prices. 
Too many stores receiving orders. 


4. Some of the larger amounts given to small stores which 
often charge higher prices.

We believe if this outlay could be confined to a commissary 
department, a large saving would be made to the Town. 


The commissary at Leominster was visited and found to be 
working smoothly with $400.00 per week saving to the town. ‘The 
only dissatisfaction came from the local storekeepers, but the great 
saving proved to the people that this was a satisfactory system. 
There was very little expense connected with the operation of the 
commissary and a very simple inexpensive equipment. The food, 
all of which was standard brands, was obtained at the lowest possible 
cost by weekly bids from wholesalers. Everything came packaged 
and wrapped to the commissary with the exception of the meat, 
which came in five pound pieces, all of which was delivered by truck 
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from the wholesalers. The amount of supplies needed for each 
week can be easily determined. 


We strongly recommend the establishment of a commissary. 


In the event of the adoption of a commissary, a distinct saving 
could also be made by securing the supplies for the town infirmary 
from this source, 


We recommend that all able bodied men work for the aid given 
them. 
There should be co-ordination and co-operation between the 


heads of all town departments so that these men can be given work 
to maintain their self-respect. 


No able-bodied man who refuses to work for his welfare should 
get aid.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Committee: 


The report of the schools for the year 1932 is hereby submitted 
for your consideration. 


Comparative Cost of Natick Schools 


The public is always interested in the financial aspect of educa- 
tion and today more than ever. There is need of genuine economy 
everywhere. It is a time, therefore, when taxpayers are scrutinizing 
critically every expenditure for public service. They are justified 
in doing so. Inasmuch as the appropriation for schools is the largest 
single item for the annual budget, it is natural to question whether 
money can be saved in this direction. This is entirely proper and 
school departments should cooperate in preventing waste. In any 
proposed program of reducing costs it should bé remembered, how- 
ever, that education is no benevolence and no charity. It is the 
only tax-supported instrument society has to perpetuate and to 
improve the democracy to which we are devoted. We should con- 
sider the school appropriation not as a tax but as an investment. 
With this point of view the taxpayer will not advocate reduction of 
the appropriation merely because some other community has made 
one. He will seek to know whether in his own town costs have 
unduly increased; whether economy is being practiced, and whether 
the results for which schools are maintained will be seriously impaired 
by spending less in this direction. The State law requires the Town 
to pay tuition for boys at trade school. The tuition varies from $150 
to $250 per year for each boy, one half of which is reimbursed to 
the Town. The Town of Natick last year spent from local taxation 
less than $75 per pupil for all that was done for them during the 
entire year. With these things in mind citizens are asked to con- 
sider the facts in the following tables. Similar ones have been pre- 
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sented in previous reports. These are for the school year ending 
June 30, 1932, the last complete year for which statistics are available. 


The per pupil costs include both senior high, junior high and 
elementary and all expenditures from funds as well as from taxation.

These figures show our attempt to cooperate with the taxpayer, 
who with the period of depression, is acutely conscious of municipal 
expenses. However, we warn against unstudied action with its 
attendant injury to the school system. This is a pitfall for the 
unwary taxpayer, who because of personal problems may now be 
more easily led than in normal times into measures of false economy. 
Our children are not responsible for our financial condition and we 
do not want to interrupt their opportunities if we can help it. A 
year lost can never’ be made up to them. 


The Boston Globe covers the situation by saying: 


“Most communities have made it plain that they want their 
school children to be the last to feel the pinch of retrenchment. 
The rising cost of education has been no mystery and no scandal. 
An abiding faith in education as vital to a democracy has led our 
people to increase both the quantity and the quality of the schooling 
of their children. Where twenty years ago one pupil in six went 
beyond the elementary grades, now one in three goes on to high 
school. This means not a doubling but a quadrupling of the cost, for 
high school instruction costs double that of the lower grades. 


“School programs have been broadened to include subjects: of 
practical use to the lives the majority will lead. Things requiring 
to be taught have multiplied. As urban life has placed limitation on 
home training the school has tried to take up the slack. The boy 
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who had no use for Latin has been found an earnest student of 
motor engines. To adjust school to this boy has added more than 
proportionally to the cost, for mechanical equipment runs quickly 
into money. So it is not surprising that the newer subjects which 
modern educators count most important have come most directly 
under fire.” 


Expenses of educ&tion have increased in the past fifteen years 
due mainly to the fact that pupils are remaining in school longer. 
It is the desire of all to obtain at least a high school education. With 
the old educational theories most people were satisfied with the 
common school education and but few of them continued on through 
high school. In 1916, 47 pupils graduated from the Natick High 
School, in 1919, 41 pupils, in 1924, 75 pupils; last year 106 pupils were 
graduated and in June 1933 it is estimated that 160 pupils will gradu- 
ate. In other words the total school enrollment has increased but 
40% since 1916 while the number receiving diplomas from the Natick 
High School has increased 240% for the same length time. 


Reimbursement to the Town 


Pertaining to school costs, there are a number of items charged 
to the school budget which increase the total amount allotted to the 
schools yet when explained will show that the schools of the Town 
are operating at a much lower figure than is generally supposed. 
For example, for the calendar year 1932, $229,640.50 was allowed the 
School Department by the Finance Committee. Of this amount 
approximately $7,000 was turned back to the Town on December 31, 
1932, from various sources, salaries, supplies, transportation, etc. 
Each year the Commonwealth reimburses the Town on account of 
salaries paid to teachers. This is based generally on the training 
and service of the teachers. For example, if a teacher’s salary is 
$1400 and she meets certain requirements of the State Department 
of Education, the Town is reimbursed to the extent of $200. This 
$200 does not come to the School Department but goes to the Natick 
Town Treasury. The total amount received by the Town of Natick 
this year as a reimbursement for the Commonwealth in this respect 
was $18,995.60. Furthermore, there has been in the School Depart- 
ment budget a sum of approximately $3,500 annually for the payment 
of tuition of Natick boys at various trade schools. The law states 
that the Town shall pay this tuition for boys who fulfill certain 
requirements and who may profit by the trade instruction offered. 
At the end of each year, the State reimburses the Town for half of 
the amount spent in this way. We have had during 1932 from fifteen 
to twenty-five boys for whom we are responsible for this tuition. 
However the law states that the Town and not the School Depart- 
ment is responsible for this tuition. Apparently to facilitate matters 
this amount has been placed in the School Department budget 
although it does not belong there and is not chargeable as an expense 
of the School Department. We also receive annually about $1200 for 
tuition of out of town pupils and State and city wards who attend 
the Natick schools. We are reimbursed by the State one-half of 
the total cost of our Americanization classes. This amounted to 
$281.84 which is one-half of last year’s expenses. During the year 
we received approximately $250 for the rent of junior and senior high 
school halls, personal use of telephone and supplies purchased by 
pupils. The Junior High Cafeteria returned to the Town a total of 
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$936.56 during the present year, and is now self-sustaining. Further 
cooperation has been shown through the curtailment made in the 
physical education. One vacancy occurred at the end of the school 
year in June which was not filled. One teacher at the junior high 
who was devoting approximately one day per week to this work was 
given an entire academic program. The entire work of the depart- 
ment is now being carried on by two people, an elimination of about 
40% of the expense formerly allowed for this type of training. 
Deducting the total of these receipts which amount to $31,821.16 
would leave the amount of $197,819.34 utilized by the School Depart- 
ment. In other words in comparing school budgets to get at the 
cost of the schools we must subtract the receipts. 


Natick as a Residential Town 


It is apparent that we are in a transitory period, undergoing a 
change from what has been a town equipped with industries to a 
town of homes. Several factories at one time doing a large business 
have either discontinued certain types of work, have gone out of 
business entirely, or are operating under greatly curtailed production. 


The zoning system has made it possible for people to establish 
desirable residences in this community and the Town should strive 
to its utmost to attract desirable people. New highways leading into 
Boston will appeal to many people who look for suburban residences 
away from the city yet within a short driving distance of the largest 
center of New England. Nearly all of these people will consider 
what school advantages are offered for their children. The desirable 
resident will make some study of not only the zoning plans but of 
the standards of the schools in these suburban towns. We should 
not be found wanting when this study is made. We cannot attract 
outsiders unless we have something desirable to offer. It is likely 
that an extensive curtailment of educational facilities will impede 
the progress of this community if it hopes to set a goal as a sub- 
stantial residential suburban town. 


The Senior High School 


The senior high school which was built to house 500 pupils 
opened in September with an over capacity of 535. No teachers have 
been added to the faculty in the past four years. This has meant 
much heavier teaching loads. Practically all of the available seating 
space in the building is now being utilized with the probability of an 
increased enrollment next year. 


On October 1, 1929 the Natick Senior High School faculty 
numbered seventeen full-time teachers, four part-time teachers, one 
principal, and one full-time secretary now replaced by a part-time 
clerk, The four part-time teachers constituted the equivalent of 
approximately two full-time teachers, which would make a teaching 
faculty of nineteen. The student enrollment at that time was 383. 
This enrollment has increased to 535, an increase of approximately 
39%. 


The average number of pupils per teacher during the years 1929- 
1932 was as follows:

It is interesting to note that the pupil-teacher ratio in the Fall 
River High School, AFTER the curtailment, was slightly less than 
tweny-nine pupils per teacher. These figures show that the Natick 
High School is now operating under nearly as heavy a load as is 
Fall River, and next year will be under a heavier load unless an 
extra teacher is provided. The Fall River superintendent says of 
his situation: “There is a real loss to many pupils however. They 
are limited to four regular full courses. A considerable number of 
capable pupils who might, with benefit to themselves, pursue an 
additional course are deprived of that opportunity because of the 
limitation in the number of teachers.” 


Our situation in Natick next year will be even worse. In order 
to carry on our program without adding to the teaching staff, it 
will be necessary to adopt some or all of the following measures: 


Dee RIC PUPILS 1O FOUR REGULAR FIVE-POINT 
COURSES. This, if applied to all students, would make 
necessary an extra year for many students who fail to pass 
certain subjects. It would also make preparation for certain 
colleges impossible during the usual three-year Senior High 
School course. 


2. OMIT CERTAIN CLASSES WHICH HAVE A SMALL 
ENROLLMENT; AS, SOLID GEOMETRY, TRIGONOM- 
ETRY, GERMAN, ETC. This would handicap students 
entering technical colleges. 


Tali eRACTICALLY ALL CLASSROOMS: TO.CAPAC- 
TTY WHICH IN MOST CASES IS 40-42 SEATS PER 
ROOM. This means that the majority of teachers would 
each be responsible for the daily instruction of approximately 
200 pupils. Under these conditions, there would be no oppor- 
tunity for attention to the individual needs of pupils. 


eee nthe Aso MBbLY HALL FOR. A STUDY. HALL. 
This would require a change of assembly hall furniture, and 
would make it necessary for pupils to study by artificial light. 


5. DETERMINE ELECTIVE SUBJECTS ON THE BASIS 
OF AVAILABLE CLASSROOM SPACE, RATHER THAN 
UPON THE NEEDS OF THE PUPILS. This would be 
unsound educational practice. 


The citizens of Natick should be acquainted with these facts in 
order that they may intelligently decide whether or not they are 
willing to have their children pay the price of such curtailments. 


During the past three years, it has been difficult to find employ- 
ment, but in the face of these difficulties a considerable number of 
graduates from the secretarial course in the high school have secured 
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positions. From the employers of these girls we receive such com- 
ments as the following: 


“Very well satisfied.” “She is holding her own with college 
graduates.” “In our office the Natick High School graduates 
lead.” “You surely recommended a fine office girl.” “She 
is the best Ediphone operator in our office.” etc. 


We have made a definite effort to educate business men to the 
fact that it is wise to consult the school about students before 
employing them. This makes it possible for us to recommend the 
student best suited for the position. It prevents wasting the time 
of employer and employee and tends to prevent misunderstanding 
between business men and the school. There are still some business 
men who hire our graduates for specific kinds of work without con- 
sulting us. When this is the case the school cannot assume responsi- 
bility for misfits. A large Boston concern which has established 
cooperative dealings with us to the extent that we have placed a 
dozen or more graduates with them reports that these people are 
all doing satisfactory work, comparing favorably with graduates of 
the better school systems in greater Boston. 


Beginning with those students who entered college in September 
1929 our records show that forty-nine graduates have entered direct- 
ly from high school nineteen degree-granting colleges. Many more 
graduates have entered various advanced institutions of learning 
where degrees are not granted. A search of the records of these 
students reveals the following facts:

The Natick High School is rated as a Class A high school by the 
State Department of Education. It is a member of the New England 
College Entrance Certificate Board, with the privileges for certifica- 
tion of students granted to members of that organization. 


The Junior High School 


Natick adopted the 6-3-3 plan with the construction of the junior 
high school in 1927. At that time five elementary grade rooms were 
housed in the main building together with the seventh, eighth and 
ninth grades, of the junior high school. In 1929 a double portable 
building was purchased and placed in the rear of the main building 
in order to care for the continuous increase in junior high enrollment. 
The schools opened this last September with the junior high school 
grades occupying all the rooms. This extensive growth will fill the 
building to its capacity within another year. 


The following table indicates the growth and necessary changes 
from 1927 to date:

Any changes or additions in the subjects taught have been for 
the most part required by law. Some have been added to meet the 
demands of all types of pupils, not only those who will go on to the 
leading colleges and technical schools, but also those who will wish 
to train for business and clerical pursuits or learn a trade. If fewer 
subjects were offered more pupils would be compelled to take them 
with the result that the same number of teachers would be needed. 


The junior high school curriculum is now probably as limited as it 
can be made without serious losses. During the past five years Book- 
keeping, Typewriting and Junior Business Training have been elimin- 
ated from the junior high school and the time devoted to English, 
Social Studies, Science, Penmanship and Spelling has been increased. 


Previous to the opening of the Coolidge building boys from the 
different grammar schools met first at the Cochituate Street building 
and later at the Pythian building for woodworking. The girls met 
for sewing and cooking at the high school building. There is only 
one new position or added teacher to our teaching corps since those 
days, because under the old scheme of things each homeroom teacher 
would teach her class in all subjects with the exception of the practi- 
cal arts mentioned above. Printing is the only addition we did not 
have under the old scheme of things. Since including this subject 
in the program about half of the instructor’s salary has been saved 
to the department. 


The Elementary Schools 


In September a year ago the West Natick district had grown 
to such a degree that it was necessary to recommend that two rooms 
be added to relieve the housing problem and to reduce transportation 
expenses. The situation called for the transportation of forty-one 
children to the center of the Town. The increased enrollment in 
the junior high school eliminated the possibility of transporting 
these elementary children another year. With the construction of 
this addition to the West Natick building five rooms are now in use 
housing approximately two hundred children with a probable need 
of opening the sixth room in September 1933. 


With two grades in so many of our rooms ability grouping is 
not possible to the extent we would like and yet our teachers as 
a whole are completely converted to the principle and are making 
every effort to group pupils who can best work together. It has been 
our policy to organize our grades each year in such a way as to 
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eliminate as many double grade rooms as is possible. Several were 
eliminated up to this year, but with a heavy enrollment in the third 
grade we were forced to double some grades and consequently lost 
much that we had gained. We are using special units, extra reading 
and minimum and maximum curricula to meet differences of ability 
within the grade. 


For three years our enrollment and teaching corps in the ele- 
mentary schools have remained practically the same. With a stable 
organization we have been able to economize to meet present day 
conditions to an extent that our present cost per pupil in the ele- 
mentary grades has been reduced from $70.13 per year for 1931 to 
$64.05 per year for 1932. $64.05 per child really means that it is 
costing less than thirty-six cents a day to educate a child in the 
elementary schools of Natick. Can we afford to lower this standard? 


From an economic point of view much free service has come 
into our schools during the past year.

Music 


In the music work the supervisor meets sixteen hundred pupils 
every two weeks in the elementary system, thirty pupils every week 
in the junior high and seventy pupils every week in the senior high. 
In the junior high a full time teacher teaches music classes twice a 
week for the seventh grade, once a week for the eighth grade, with 
optional classes for those pupils in the ninth grade. 


The instrumental music work in the schools is conducted on a 
three. day per week basis with one hundred and fifty pupils taking 
various instrumental work. 


Report of the School Nurse 


During the year two hundred eighty-nine children were immun- 
ized against diphtheria. Forty-eight children were put through the 
tonsil and adenoid clinic. The State Department of Public Health in 
following up on its Tuberculosis work x-rayed sixty-three children 
and the school physicians examined twenty-nine hundred twenty-five 
children in the schools. 


The teachers during the school year closing in June, 1932, con- 
tributed a total of sixteen hundred dollars to the School Children’s 
Relief Fund. This was a big factor in relieving the distress among 
many of the school children during the winter and spring.

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MIDDLESEX COUNTY EXTENSION SERVICE 


The following report of the work of the Middlesex County 
Extension Service in Natick is respectfully submitted. 


The work of the Middlesex County Extension Service in Natick 
during the year 1932 was confined largely to boys’ and girls’ 4H 
Club work and home economics work with the women. In agricul- 
ture nine farm visits were made on request. Judges were furnished 
for the local Grange Fair. 


Garden project membership was higher than that in any other 
4H club in Natick this past year, as this was the project that the 
town committee felt to be most important there for 1932. Under the 
leadership of Mrs. M. L. Chamberlin, Mr. Clair Heald, and Earl 
Douglas there were three garden clubs in which were enrolled mem- 
bers from nearly every section of the Town. 


Total membership in all projects was 213. The clothing project 
was carried on by six groups, one working during the summer under 
the leadership of Miss Mary Hoey. Other clothing clubs were led 
by Miss Hannah Sheehan, Miss Muriel Mann, and Virginia Guthrie. 
The following girls took part in the county dress revue: Gladys 
Moore, Frona and Doris Tupper, Mary Bransfield, Edna Barr, 
Marjorie Duboyce, Gloria Goodwin, Constance Buckley, Margaret 
Palmer, Dorothy Neale, Hester Pfeiffer, and Annie Valle. Hester 
Pfeiffer was awarded a two-day trip to the State College for her 
work in the clothing project. 


Frona Tupper, leader of the South Natick food and Natick can- 
ning clubs, was also an advanced food club member. She was chosen 
as State delegate in food work to Camp Gilbert, Amherst, where 
she spent two weeks as guest of the State; she was selected because 
of the volume of work done during the year, during the whole time 
of which she was in charge of her home and did the cooking for her 
family. Frona was one of four girls representing the County in a 
State quick-bread making contest. 


Members of all projects made a very creditable showing at the 
Natick Fair, and helped materially in making the exhibits in the 
junior department overflow the bounds provided for them. The 
canning club sent several dozen jars in to the New England Food 
Fair in Boston as part of the Middlesex County exhibit. 


Miss Mary Elizabeth O’Connor is Town Chairman. Members 
of the town committee are Mrs. O. F. Parker, Miss Myrtle Markham, 
Mrs. M. L. Chamberlin, Mrs. Robinson, and Virginia Guthrie. 


There were 239 women who attended meetings in the Home- 
maker’s Day group in Natick. These women have reported that 
information was passed on to 294 others. They also reported that 
452 new practices were adopted in their homemaking. 


In child guidance, 224 women attended meetings and passed 
information to 162 other women. As a result of the meetings 655 
new practices were adopted. The State Child Guidance Specialist 
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carried a series of six meetings in Natick. These were held in cooper- 
ation with the Mothers’ Club. 


A talk on “Food in Relation to Health” was given at the Natick 
Grange. The nutrition sticks showing different food values were 
used as a demonstration. 


In cooperating with the public welfare agencies, two meetings 
were held. One was a demonstration of low-cost foods and a simple 
discussion of nutrition. This was held in the Coolidge Junior High 
School cafeteria. The dietitian in the school was very helpful in 
cooperating with the Extension Service. The other meeting was a 
clothing renovation meeting for those who needed help on remodel- 
ing of clothing. This meeting was held in the Senior High School 
Auditorium.

REPORT OF THE 
WEST NATICK BUILDING COMMITTEE 


At the last town meeting $15,000 was voted to add two rooms 
and put in a new heating system in the West Natick School. This 
work was done during the summer vacation. All work done, where 
practical, was given to local citizens of the Town after specifications 
and plans had been prepared and proposals invited, contracts being 
given to the lowest bidder. We feel that it is due the contractor 
to state that in our opinion he endeavored to carry out, not only 
the letter but the spirit of his contract, and to give the Town full 
value for the money he received. As will be noted by our itemized 
statement of expenditures which later follows, we have kept well 
within our appropriation, and have turned in $608.28 as an unex- 
pended balance. 


The addition includes two classrooms, which have a folding 
partition between them, so that they may be transformed into an 
assembly hall for the school. There have been important changes 
in the old building, including a modern steam heating plant, auto- 
matic heat control, increased and better facilities to take care of 
those children bringing their lunch, enlarged lavatories to accommo- 
date the greater number of children. 


Another matter of interest and consequence, and redounding to 
the credit of architects, contractor, and committee, is the fact that 
the building was completed within the estimated time, so that with 
the opening of school in September, the rooms were fully finished 
and furnished and ready for occupancy. 


Still a third item of interest, of which one hears so much in 
these days, is that the building was so planned by the architects 
and committee, that 85% of the floor space has duplicate uses. This 
means, that with the more effective plannings now possible, the 
addition takes the place of what would formerly have been a con- 
struction twice as large, and proportionately more costly. These 
economies in space utilization having been studied for a number of 
years by the architect, the Cooper Corporation, whose President is 
Frank I. Cooper, react to their credit. 


In these days of unemployment we have been able to make use 
of workers furnished by the Town Welfare Department, material 
and trucks from the Board of Public Works, in the grading of the 
grounds about the entire present building, as well as taking care 
of a serious drainage problem.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES 


The Trustees have the honor to submit their report of the 
Leonard Morse Hospital for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1932. 


There is but little to note other than the details as will be found 
in the Treasurer’s and Superintendent’s reports. The Hospital has 
functioned during the past year as expected and has been open at all 
times, night and day, for the temporary alleviation of suffering either - 
from injury or from disease. 


In the report for the year 1931 it was noted that but little 
thought or study had been given to the planning of an addition, so 
badly needed. During this year the matter has been placed in the 
background and while it might seem the part of wisdom to be mak- 
ing arrangements that the addition, might be started when more 
nearly normal times are again with us, the Trustees did not feel 
warranted in even going to this expense as it may be, when we are 
ready to erect an addition, a somewhat different form of construc- 
tion will seem to be better than any of the ideas which have been 
to date suggested. 


It will be noted that the Visiting Division of the Staff now num- 
bers twelve where previously there were eight. This allows of a 
physician on the medical and a surgeon on the surgical side being 
in attendance for only two months each year instead of three months 
as previously required. It is to be understood that these visiting 
physicians and surgeons are giving their services to care for ward 
patients. To be in attendance at a Hospital every day for two 
months requires that they must sacrifice their time, which might 
otherwise be spent for profit to themselves. All of the members of 
the Staff have been most co-operative and we appreciate their assist- 
ance.

The Trustees were obliged to accept the resignation of Dr. 
Charles E. Hills as a member of the Visiting Staff. Dr. Hills has 
rendered most faithful service for many, many years and we were 
extremely sorry to lose him as one of the Visiting Physicians. He 
is now a member of the Consulting Staff. We are greatly indebted 
to Dr. Hills for the valuable service rendered in preparing, printing 
and distributing, at his own expense, a pamphlet describing the needs 
for additional hospital facilities. We feel confident that the facts 
he has so ably marshaled have given our citizens a complete picture 
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of what is actually essential. Dr. Hills has also made a generous 
contribution as a start of a building fund. 


We have had a large number of Town cases, which have required 
948 Hospital days’ service. At the ward rate of $10.50, these have 
cost the Hospital $1,824.95, and if to this is added the X-ray and 
operating room service, the total is $2,172.45. If these hospital days 
were charged for at the rate it costs the Hospital to furnish the 
service, it would be in excess of $5,000. These cases have been 
handled during the past year in what we believe to be a very unsat- 
isfactory manner. A patient reports at the Hospital with a slip signed 
by the Town Physician and the Chairman or member of the Board 
of Public Welfare, and the Hospital has been expected to care for 
these cases without any compensation. It is the opinion of your 
Trustees that any arrangement where one department of the Town 
is in a position to require another to expend money for service with- 
out compensation, is entirely unwarranted. The Board of Public 
Welfare has, therefore, been advised that in the future, for all Town. 
cases submitted to the Hospital, it must agree in advance to be 
responsible for the service rendered, at the usual ward rates. 


The Leonard Morse Hospital is unique as to hospitals in general. 
For over a decade it has not been necessary for the Hospital to call 
upon the citizens of Natick or vicinity for contributions or for finan- 
cial assistance in any form. We say it is unique in that essentially 
all hospitals have operated at a deficit, while the Natick Hospital 
has been able to at least break even. In times such as these through 
which we are now passing, the Hospital must be in a position to help 
those in distress who are not financially able to immediately meet 
their bills. In order that the Hospital may do this without running 
at a deficit it will be apparent to all that, for ordinary Town cases, 
the Hospital should be compensated at least to the amount of its 
regular ward rate. In considering the rates for ward service fur- 
nished by the Leonard Morse Hospital, it should be understood that 
its rate per day is probably less than that of any hospital in Eastern 
Massachusetts. 


We had an unfortunate experience with our old ambulance. It 
was not of the most modern type and, therefore, it was arranged to 
have new springs and new tires installed and the machine generally 
overhauled so that it might be comfortable for those unfortunate 
enough to need it. While in the shop for painting, the fluid used for 
removing paint became ignited and the ambulance was essentially 
destroyed. It, therefore, became necessary to provide a new one. 
A modern ambulance built by the Studebaker Corporation has been 
purchased and was placed in commission late in the Fall. We know 
that the ambulance is a credit to the Hospital as well as to the Town. 


The Superintendent, Miss Erpestad, and her able assistants have 
been most painstaking in their duties and we believe have met with 
the hearty commendation of those with whom they have come in 
contact. 


The Treasurer’s and Superintendent’s reports follow and are to 
be considered a part of this report.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


To the Trustees of the Leonard Morse Hospital: 


Nothing of importance has occurred during the year except an 
increase of work. 


As the purpose of the hospital is to serve the sick in the com- 
munity, it is a satisfaction to record that requests for hospital beds 
in 1932 were greater and there were more patients sent in than the 
previous year. 


Of the total number of patients admitted, 905 came from Natick, 
130 patients from Wellesley, 32 patients from Dover, the remainder 
from various localities. 


A survey of the number of patients sent in by the Natick Board 
of Public Welfare for the last five years gives evidence of some of 
the charity work done by this institution:

The professional care of this large increase of non-paying 
patients together with the many others who avail themselves of the 
very low ward rate represents a volume of service contributed by the 
staff physicians which perhaps is not fully understood or appreciated. 


In the laboratory 5,105 tests were made, 1,822 more than last 
year. This department has greatly increased its value to the hospital 
under the management of the present technician, Mrs. Herrero, who, 
in addition to the routine laboratory work, instructs the student 
nurses in Bacteriology and takes care of the X-ray department. 
There were 38 more X-ray examinations made this year. In June, 
several X-ray fees were reduced. 


The hospital is on the approved list of the American College of 
Surgeons. Among the requirements of this organization are monthly 
staff meetings with analysis of clinical work done. Such meetings 
have been held regularly and are of great benefit to the hospital. 


The State Department of Public Health is conducting a study 
for treatment of pneumonia by serum. This product is not yet avail- 
able for general distribution but is supplied “only to those hospitals 
and physicians chosen to co-operate in this study by the advisory 
committee on Pneumonia for this department.” The Leonard Morse 
Hospital was added to the list of approved hospitals for use of this 
serum and it has to date been used with very satisfactory results.

The music was supplied by the Natick High School Quartet. 


The School pin which previously has been purchased by the 
nurses upon completion of the course, is in the future to be given 
them by the hospital. 


Through the continued efforts of the Ladies’ Aid Association, 
much sewing was again done, cakes and flowers were contributed 
for the graduating exercises, a new rug purchased for the Ladies’ 
Aid Room and books bought for the Reference Library. The Christ- 
mas greetings brought to the patients by the Association were indeed 
welcome and there were many favorable comments. 
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To this group of interested women and to the many others who 
have made contributions during the year, grateful appreciation is 
recorded. 


We are greatly indebted to our doctors for their time given so 
generously in class room teaching, in assisting with the health pro- 
gram and in the care of the nurses when ill. To the clergymen of all 
denominations who have responded so well to calls from the hospital 
and its patients, the thanks of the hospital and its nursing school 
are due. 


The needs of the hospital are many. The outstanding need— 
better accommodations for those who seek hospital care,—was pre- 
sented to the people of Natick by Dr. Charles E. Hills, who after 
twenty-five years of service is well qualified to make known our 
shortcomings. 


“The future of man is full of hope.” We are looking forward 
to the vigorous growth of the building fund of the Leonard Morse 
Hospital. .

THIRD SESSION, MARCH 16, 1932 


Meeting called to order by the Moderator at 7.35 P. M. 
Voted, at this time, to take Item b,, Article 14, from Table.

Article 20. Voted, to accept the report of the Committee appointed 
under Article 61 of the Warrant for the year 1929 which was 
presented by Mr. F. C. Adams and which reads as follows: 


Report of the Committee appointed under Article 61 of the 
Warrant for the year 1929 relative to the investigation of 
Housing Facilities: of the Public Schools of Natick. 


This Committee organized in May, 1929 with Francis B. Burns, 
Esq., as Chairman and F. C. Adams as secretary. 


The Committee has held various meetings and several con- 
ferences with the School’ Committee and with the School Super- 
intendent. The Committee wishes to present this report of pro- 
gress with recommendations for the immediate needs. 
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Last fall it was possible to relieve the overcrowded condition 
at the West Natick School by transporting the entire sixth grade 
and part of the third grade to corresponding rooms at the center 
of the town. Next fall these rooms will be filled by the regular 
increase and there is no school room unused in all the buildings 
; om Natick school system except in a new building in East 

atick. 


In September there will be from sixty to eighty pupils with 
no accomodations and it is of vital importance that the Town 
vote to construct a two room addition to the West Natick School 
for use in September, 1932. This will probably meet all needs 
in that section in the future. 


This Committee also desires to call the attention of the Town 
to the importance of securing desirable locations for the future 
school buildings needed in other sections of the town. 


The Committee recommends that a committee of three be 
appointed by the Moderator to purchase (1) a school site of at 
least ten acres near Hartford Street in the western part of the 
town and not over one mile from Lokerville (where there are 
forty pupils now being transported elsewhere); (2) a school site 
of at least ten acres near Pine and Oak Streets in the north- 
eastern part of the town not over a mile from Nonesuch Park 
region and, (3) a school site of at least ten acres in the north- 
ern part of the town near Walnut Street Extension. Also that 
these sites be given temporarily into the care of the Park Depart- 
ment to be returned to the School Department when a building 
is required. And that the Town appropriate the sum of five 
hundred dollars from which any balance remaining from the 
purchase shall be given into the care of the Park Department 
for the clearing of the land for use as a public park. 


The Committee can see in the near future the desirability of 
constructing at least one of these buildings and also the neces- 
sity of taking another school site of at least ten acres for a 
northern junior high school. 


The Town of Natick will have a tremendous attraction for 
home owners when the new George Washington Highway, the 
finest road in the State of Massachusetts is opened in a year or 
two and Natick is a half hour from Boston, but the first ques- 
tion parents will ask is, “What about the schools of Natick?” 
We hope that Natick can give a satisfactory answer.

ning Board, through its chairman, Mr. R. D. Harrington, read 
the following report: 


Report of Natick Planning Board to Annual Town Meeting, 
March, 1932, on a proposed new business district at the corner 
of Bacon and Worcester Streets, set forth in Article 42 of 

the Warrant 


Mr. Moderator: The Planning Board have anticipated that a 
report on Article 42 would be required of them under the state law 
(Chap. 39 of 1929) and, in order to avoid delay, have already 
held two public hearings on the subject and have made a 
thorough inspection of the sites of the proposed districts. We 
therefore can report in time for this meeting to act on the 
matter, which otherwise would have to go over to the next town 
meeting. 


Although the state law requires only that the objectors shall be 
heard, we have included also the advocates of the proposed amend- 
ments, and have given both sides a fair hearing. 


The first of the new business districts called for in Article 42 
consists only of a small triangular lot on the southeast corner 
of Bacon and Worcester Streets, with a frontage of 120 feet on 
Worcester Street and 160 on Bacon Street. It is entirely 
surrounded by good residence property. Facing it across Bacon 
Street is a row of single dwelling houses recently built, and 
others are adjacent on the east. On each side of it on Worcester 
Street are attractive residence sites, commanding the same fine 
view of Lake Cochituate, to the north, as can be seen from this 
lot; and facing it across Worcester Street is land of the Sunny- 
side Park Associates. 


At the hearing on Feb. 29, Attorney William F. Hall spoke for 
the owner of the lot, Mr. Thomas J. Leyden. This lot was part 
of a larger piece of land which he had agreed to buy last year 
for what he described as cheap price. He wanted this particular 
lot set off from the surrounding residence property as a business 
district, so that he might build on it a gasoline filling station, in 
which he proposed to invest about $2,000. 


Owners of homes on Bacon and Worcester Streets were 
present or represented at the hearing, representing all the real 
estate adjacent to the proposed business district; and they were 
unanimous in protesting against the change. ‘They claimed that 
there is no need of another filling station at this point; that 
there are now three filling stations within less than a half mile 
each side of this proposed new station, one at Hartford Street 
and two in the Sunnyside business district, so that a car traveling 
30 miles an hour would pass all three of them in less than two 
minutes. They argued that this is close enough for practical 
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purposes, and that more would find it hard to make a living. 
There is now a business district at Sunnyside including about a 
mile of frontage on Worcester and North Main Streets, exclud- 
ing ramps to the new bridge; and this would seem to provide 
sufficient space for commercial needs of this community for a 
long time to come. 


The owners of adjacent property on these streets were 
unanimous also in asking that the region where they have 
established their homes should be kept as a residence district. 
They claimed that the intrusion of a filling station and other 
things that might go with a business district would interfere with 
the enjoyment of their homes, and seriously depreciate the value 
of their property. 


Apart from the merits of the case, the Planning Board are of 
the opinion that if a filling station is wanted on this lot, amend- 
ing the by-laws, as proposed in this article, is not the proper 
way to obtain it. 


If any man owning a lot in a residence district, on which he 
wants a special privilege to put a gas station or a chain store, 
could get the law amended so as to make a business district of 
his private lot, the home owner would have no protection. Such 
a method would be the worst kind of “spot zoning”. Making a 
special business district of one man’s lot would set a precedent 
for others, with the result that the main object of the zoning 
law, which is to keep business and homes separate, would be 
wholly defeated. 


It is clear that no such special privilege should be granted 
to a lot owner against the protests of his neighbors, unless some 
special and unusual circumstances furnish a reason for it. If 
there is such a reason, it is not necessary to amend the law. A 
Board of Appeal is provided to deal with such cases, who have 
power to grant a variance, in any special case where it is 
deserved. 


Whether or not this is a deseving case, it is not time to amend 
the law until the applicant has sought his remedy under the law. 
This he can do without expense, and without the delay required 
for an amendment, An amendment to the by-laws involves the 
red tape of getting it approved by the Attorney General, and the 
expense of advertising and printing it afterwards, before it can 
go into effect. 


In view of all these facts, and of the united opposition 
expressed by the owners and residents of the neighborhood, the 
Planning Board recommends at this time that action on so much 
of Article 42 as relates to the proposed business district at the 
corner of Bacon and Worcester Streets be indefinitely postponed, 


and I so move.

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Report of Natick Planning Board to the Annual Town Meeting, 
March, 1932, on a proposed new business district on the south 
side of Worcester Street east of Park Avenue, to be num- 

bered 21, as set forth in Article 42 of the Warrant. 


Mr. Moderator: ‘The Planning Board have made a careful sur- 
vey of the tract proposed for a business district in the second 
part of Article 42, and have given a hearing to the objectors, as 
required by law, and have also heard the owners of the tract, 
who are asking for the change. 


This proposed business district consists of two adjoining vacant 
lots on the south side of Worcester Street, about 300 feet east 
of Park Avenue. The westerly lot is owned or controlled by Mr. 
George R. Wright and the easterly lot by Mr. Jesse E. Wight, 
being a part of the Wight farm. 


This land is now zoned for residence purposes. Lots on the 
west and south of it are occupied by dwelling houses, and on the 
eastern side is a tract well adapted for residence. Opposite, on 
the north side of Worcester Street, is land now occupied by the 
airport, which is included in the Sunnyside business district, 
No. 16 


The owners mentioned attended the hearing on March first 
and advocated having their two lots made into a business district. 
Mr. Wright claimed that, though his lot was otherwise well 
adapted for residence, its value for that purpose was destroyed 
by being opposite the airport; and that it could be sold for a 
better price for a filling station or other business use than for a 
house lot. 


Mr. Wight’s land is low and wet, and would require draining 
and filling to make a good residénce lot. He announced his 
intention to build on it a roadside stand and lunchroom. 


Owners of homes in the neighborhood, representing all the 
residence property adjacent to the proposed business district, 
either were present at the hearing or sent messages to the Board. 
All objected to breaking into the residence district on the south 
side of Worcester Street with business, claiming that it would be 
a serious injury to their property, and would establish a pre- 
cedent that would destroy confidence in the protection of other 
property on the street. In their opinion there is already more 
land on Worcester Street allotted to business than can be 
supported, and to have filling stations and roadside stands and 
advertising signs scattered all along the road would give 
strangers a bad impression of the town and prevent better 
development of the region. 


It is the opinion of the Planning Board that to make a new 
business district of these’ two private lots would be a very 
objectionable case of “spot zoning”. It would establish a bad 
precedent that would be hard to overcome. 


This is not an emergency case. Mr. Wight can build a road- 
side stand to sell farm products in a residence district under the 
law as it stands, and can without doubt get a variance from the 
Board of Appeal to add a respectable lunch and tea room, to 
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which there would be no reasonable objection by the neighbor- 
hood. If he fails in this, it will be time enough then to ask for 
an amendment to the law. 


In view of these facts, and of the objections of the people of 
the neighborhood to a change in the character of the district, 
the Planning Board recommend that action upon the remainder 
of Article 42 be indefinitely postponed, and I so move.

LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 


Shall the proposed law which defines and legalizes the practice 
of chiropractics; establishes a board of registration of chiropractors 
and defines the number, mode of appointment, tenure, qualification 
and compensation of its members, and its powers and duties; provides 
for the preliminary qualifications, examination, certification, original 
registration and annual license of chiropractors and regulation cof 
their practice, and defines the mode, subjects of and fees for exami- 
nation, the mode of practice and penalties; and other matters related 
thereto, which are chiefly as follows: 


That chiropractic be the “science or practice of locating and 
adjusting by hand the malpositions of the articulations of the human 
spine”. 


That any person, with one preceding year’s residence in this 
Commonwealth and with degree from a qualified chiropractic school 
received at least one year prior to the date when this law takes 
effect, may, within ninety days after such date, be certified by the 
board at its discretion without examination. 


That otherwise no person, except a member of the board of 
registration, shall practice chiropractic unless, being over twenty- 
one years of age, of good moral character and graduated from a 
reputable chiropractic school after personally attending courses of 
at least twenty-two hundred sixty-minute daylight hours given to 
persons qualified to graduate from a public high school, he shall 
qualify by examination, pay a fee of twenty-five dollars and be 
registered and certified; except that any person licensed in another 
State maintaining standards equal to those of this Commonwealth 
may be registered without examination. | 


That the examination be scientific and practical in character, in 
subjects including anatomy, physiology, symptomatology, hygiene, 
sanitation, chemistry, histology, pathology, chiropractic analysis, and 
the principles and practice of chiropractic. 


That the board may, after hearing, revoke a certificate for cause. 


That the board shall make an annual report and shall keep public 
records of its proceedings and of the names of persons examined or 
registered by it and of the names and addresses of all registered 
chiropractors, who shall pay an annual license fee, promptly notify 
the board of any change in address and furnish such other informa- 
tion as the board may require. 


That the board consist of three members, residents of the Com- 
monwealth for three years, graduates of a chartered chiropractic 
school having power to confer degrees in chiropractic, to be appointed 
by the governor, with the advice and consent of the council, for a 
term of three years. 


That the board have authority to administer oaths, summon 
witnesses and take testimony and adopt reasonable rules and regu- 
lations pertaining to their duties, and that they pay into the state 
treasury fees received by them, and that they receive compensation 
and reimbursement for expenses in such amounts as may be annually 
appropriated therefor not exceeding the amount of such fees.

Question No. 2 


LAW PROPOSED BY INITIATIVE PETITION 


Shall the proposed law which provides for an additional method 
of nominating candidates for nomination, at the state primaries in 
September, by members of political parties, for those offices to be 
filled by all the voters of the Commonwealth at a state election. 


It provides that the state conventions of the political parties, in 
each state election year, shall be held before and not after the state 
primaries, as now, namely, not later than June 15. In order to elect 
delegates to such party conventions, party primaries are established 
to be held on the last Tuesday in April. Among other things, these 
state conventions, may endorse candidates for offices to be filled by 
all the voters and to be voted upon at the state primaries. Such 
endorsement places a candidate in nomination, at such state primaries, 
without the necessity of filing nomination papers. The name of the 
endorsed candidate is to be placed first on the ballot and against his 
name is to be placed the words “Endorsed by (the name of political 
party) convention” in addition to the eight-word statement now 
authorized by law. Candidates endorsed by a party convention may 
accept said endorsement within ten days, and having so accepted 
may not withdraw. 


It also provides for the election of district members of state 
committees and members of ward and town committees at the pro- 
posed party primaries in April, as well as delegates to the state party 
conventions, instead of at the state primaries in September, as now. 


It also provides for the election of delegates to national conven- 
tions (to nominate candidates for President) at the proposed party 
primaries instead of at the primaries, now specially held for that pur- 
pose, and which existing law requires to be held on the last Tuesday 
in April (the same day proposed for the proposed party primaries). 


It also provides for certain other new provisions of law and 
certain changes in existing laws, relating to holding state conven- 
tions and party primaries, the number and election of delegates to 
state conventions, the number of members at large of a state com- 
mittee, and other matters, which in more detail chiefly are as follows: 
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State conventions are to be composed solely of delegates elected 
at the party primaries and the number is to be one from each ward 
and town and one additional for every fifteen hundred votes or 
major fraction thereof above the first fifteen hundred votes cast at 
the preceding state election in such ward or town for the political 
party candidate for Governor, instead of a number now fixed by the 
state committee of each party (not less than one from each ward or 
town) and certain members designated by existing law. 


The time for notice to the State Secretary by aldermen or select- 
men of their determination to hold primaries by wards, precincts or 
groups of precincts, to be March 1, instead of August 1, as now. 


The names of candidates for election for delegates to a state 
convention and for district members of a state committee to be 
arranged individually by alphabet instead of in groups arranged by 
lot, as now. 


Vacancies in the office of delegate to a state or national conven- 
tion not to be filled except in case of a tie vote, and then by delegates 
from the same district, within ten days, and if no other delegate or 
if not so filled, then by a state committee, rather than solely by the 
remaining members of the delegation; and statement of filling of 
such vacancy to be filed with the State Secretary. 


Seating of delegates at state conventions to be in groups by 
senatorial districts, and order of business at said convention defined. 


Voting on candidates by a convention, to be by roll call, if more 
than one candidate for the office, or by groups of delegates unless 
any member of such group objects. 


The number of members at large of a state committee of a politi- 
cal party to be fixed by the state convention of a party instead of by 
the state committee, as now. 


The existing provisions as to preparation and filing of nomination 
papers, objections to nominations, preparation, number, substance, 
arrangement and form of ballots, hours during which polls shall be 
open, opening of ballot boxes, canvass and return of votes, return 
and certification of votes, now applicable to state primaries to be 
applicable to the proposed party primaries. 


The power of a state committee to fix the number of district 
delegates to a national convention to be continued, but the date, of 
giving notice to the State Secretary, of such fixation to be March 1 
instead of on or before the third Wednesday in March, as now. 


The power of city and town committees to fix the number of 
members of ward and town committees to be continued, but the date, 
of giving notice to the State Secretary, of such fixation to be March 1 
instead of August 1, as now,

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Question No. 3 


PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 
OF THE UNITED STATES 


Is it desirable that the proposed amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States,— 


“Article— 


“Section 1. The terms of the President and Vice President shall 
end at noon on the 20th day of January, and the terms of Senators 
and Representatives at noon on the 3rd day of January, of the years 
in which such terms would have ended if this article had not been 
ratified; and the terms of their successors shall then begin. 


“Section 2. The Congress shall assemble at least once in every 
year, and such meeting shall begin at noon on the 3rd day of January, 
unless they shall by law appoint a different day. 


“Section 3. If, at the time fixed for the beginning of the term of 
the President, the President elect shall have died, the Vice President 
elect shall become President. If a President shall not have been 
chosen before the time fixed for the beginning of his term, or if the 
President elect shall have failed to qualify, then the Vice President 
elect shall act as President until a President shall have qualified; and 
the Congress may by law provide for the case wherein neither a 
President elect nor a Vice President elect shall have qualified, declar- 
ing who shall then act as President, or the manner in which one who 
is to act shall be selected, and such person shall act accordingly until 
a President or Vice President shall have qualified. 


“Section 4. The Congress may by law provide for the case of the 
death of any of the persons from whom the House of Representatives 
may choose a President whenever the right of choice shall have 
devolved upon them, and for the case of the death of any of the 
persons from whom the Senate may choose a Vice President when- 
ever the right of choice shall have devolved upon them. 


“Section 5. Section 1 and 2 shall take effect on the 15th day of 
October following the ratification of this article. 

“Section 6. This article shall be inoperative unless it shall have 
been ratified as an amendment to the Constitution by the legislatures 
of three-fourths of the several States, within seven years from the 
date of its submission,’—be ratified by the General Court?
